Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. While Ansaklis (A Brief Introduction to the Theory and Applications of 
Hybrid Systems'') teaches allowing a user to define an analog variable through a 
set of state equations corresponding to different states in a state diagram, and 
Christen teaches generating a mixed-signal finite state machine model by using 
an analog variable, and outputting the mixed-signal finite state machine model 
for use in simulation, neither of these references taken either alone or in 
combination with the prior art of record teaches a method of generating a mixed- 
signal finite state machine model of a system from a state diagram, specifically 
including: 

i. Regarding claim 1, "forming a composite equation for the analog 
variable constructed as a weighted sum of the set of state equations", 
"using a set of ramp functions as weights in the composite equation 
varying continuously between 0 and 1 to further define the analog 
variable, the set of ramp functions forming a state vector and ensuring 
continuity of the analog variable during a state transition". 
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in combination with the remaining features and elements of the claimed 
invention.
